ARBITRATION. 

Correspondence Between United 
States and Great Britain 



In Regard to the Settlement of Dis- 
putes Between the Two Countries.

Washington, July 18. — The efforts 
of the United States and Great ltrltsin 
to agree upon a general arbitration 
treaty for the settlement of all con- 
troversies through the establishment 
of ft permanent tribunal, as well W 
the progreaa of diplomatic nego- 
tiations toward solving the. Venez- 
uelan problem are set forth in 
18 communications made public by the 
state department Friday night. W hile 
they constitute the first authoritative 
disclosures upon these great question!: 
since President Cleveland's famous 
Christmastide message to congress, it 
will be found that previous reports of 
the United Press of the negotiations 
between the two governments, have ac- 
curately outlined the course of events. 

Little substantial progress toward a 
general arbitration treaty is disclosed 
by the documents. An outline in part 
of the proposed procedure is laid down 
and the views of the two governments 
are so explicitly stated that future dis- 
cussion may be confined towards 
narrowing the few divergencies 
of method. The further fact is made 
apparent that the United States has 
not relaxed its vigilance in demanding 
a just settlement of the Venezuelan 
boundary question and has rejected the 
British proposals for arbitrating that 
dispute under terms involving the sur- 
render of any part of Venezuela's 
claims. 

The correspondence opens with a let- 
ter from Ambassador liayard to liord 
Salisbury, dated February 27 last, pro- 
posing an entrance forthwith upon ne- 
gotiations concerning the duinaian 
boundary question at Washington be- 
tween the British ambassador and the 
secretary of state. 

Mr. liayard added that Secretary 01- 
ney greatly desired that there should 
be propounded a clear definition of the 
"settlements" by individuals in the dis- 
puted territory, which it wes under- 
stood Oreat Britain wished excluded 
from the proposed arbitration. 

Lord Salisbury, in reply,' on March 
3, said his government readily con- 
curred in the suggestion and had 
sent instructions to Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote. directing him to discuss the ques- 
tion, either with the Venezuelan repre- 
sentative or the United States, acting 
as the friend of Venezuela. He had 
asked the secretary of state of the col- 
onies for the precise meaning attached 
to the word "settlements.'' 

Lord Salisbury's instructions to Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, dated March 5, 
form the third document and are de- 
voted to the system for general inter- 
national arbitration, negotiations for 
the establishment of which had been 
ruptured by Secretary Uresham's death. 

Lord Salisbury submits a draft of a 
treaty for arbitration which provides 
that her Britannic majesty and the 
president of the United States shall 
each appoint two or more permanent 
judicial officers for the purposes 
of the treaty and on the appear- 
ance of any difference between the 
two powers which in the judgment of 
either of them, can not be settled by 
negotiation, each of them shall desig- 
nate one of the said officers as arbi- 
trator; and the two arbitrators shall 
hear and determine any matter refer- 
red to them i accordance with this 

Before entering on such arbitration, 
the arbitrators shall select an umpire 
by whom any question upon which 
those disagree, whether interlocutory 
or final, shall be decided. The de- 
ciaion of such umpire upon any interlo- 
cutory question shall be binding upon 
the arbitrators. The determination 
arbitrators, or, if they

umpire, shall be the award upon the 
matters referred. All pecuniary claims 
amounting to not more than £100,000, 
for damages or indemnity, all quest li ni 
affecting diplomatic or consular privi- 
leges, alleged rights of fishery, access, 
navigation or commercial privilege, and 
all questions referred by special agree- 
ment between the two parties shall be 
referred to arbitration and the decision 
•hall be final. 

In cases of questions of fact or of in- 
ternational law. Involving territory or 
territorial rights, sovereignty, jurisdic- 
tion or claims involving more than 
100,000 pounds, the decision of the 
board of arbitration shall be 
subject to review within three months 
by a court composed of three of 
the judges of the supreme courts ot 
Great Britain and three of the judges of 
the supreme court of the United States, 
and tf this court shall determine by a 
majority of not less than five to one on 
•ay issue the award shall be final, bu' 
in default of such determination, it 
■hall not be valid. If no protest is en- 
tared by either power against the 
award within the time limited, it shah 
be final. 

Any difference, which in the judge- 
ment of either power materially affects 
its honor or the integrity of Its terri- 
tory shall not be referred to arbitra- 
tion under t ie treaty, except by spe- 
cial agreement, but any difference 
whatever, by agreement between the 
two powers may be referred for deci- 
sion by arbitration with the stipula- 
tions that, unless accepted by both 
powers, the decision shall not be 
valid. 

In the instructions Sir Julian is told 
that all matters in dispute cud not be 
referred to arbitration, that neither 
government is willing to accept iirlii- 

honor or integrity, but within thlj 
wide region the United States desires 
to go further than Great Britain.

I Cleveland, and the place has been much 
{approved 1 . It la now one of the most 
beautiful and comfortable farm real- 
dances in Ohio, and an ideal jilaee for n 
quiet, retired life. It is only 14 minutes 
OB the curs from Cleveland, and lea* 
than half nn hour s drive from 1'aines- 
ville, w hich Is an educational center, 
and one of the most cultured com- 
munities in the world.

I. The Ark at Kirjnth-jearlm.— For 
70 years the nrk, the central point of re- 
ligions worship, had lain in partial neg- 
lect, away from the Mosaic tabernacle 
at Saitoh. The xons of BU had carried 
the ark from Shiloh into battle arainst. 
the Ptlfllttlnss The Philistines cap- 
tured it, but were not ullowed to retain 
it. It was finally sent up the Sorek val- 
ley as far as Kirjat.h-jearim, where It 
had remained ever since.

"And 
David and all the house of Israel played 
before the Lord on nil mannerof instru* 
ments." Observe that in this catalogue 
of instruments there were some which 
only the skilled performers could play 
on. such as the harp and lute; while 
others could bo used by any willing 
hand; so that David's exhortation could 
be carried out: "Let all the peoph 
praise Thee." 

^Ye eome now to the study of the sin 
of I'zzih.

It was needful at the outset to 
prove to the people the necessity of ex- 
act obedience, and hence of careful 
study of Cod's law. "And David Ml 
Cfraid of the Lord that day:" He had 
rejoiced greatly in his zeal, but hid not 
been reverent enough. It was well for 
him to be afraid for a time. 

It is not uncommon, even in our own 
day, to do good things in a bad way, 
and right things in a wrong way.

His rambling story about a robber 
having done the deed did not receive 
credence, and he confessed soon after 
hla arrest. He was taken to Maysville 
for safe keeping. 

DISEMBOWELED. 
Kentucky Penitentiary the Seen* of a Ter- 
rible Tragedy. 

Fbankfobt, Ky., July 18.— A terrible 
tragedy occurred within the walls of 
tho penitentiary Friday. 

James Cox, a Negro convict from 
Louisville, who is serving three months 
for housebreaking, quarreled with 
Preston Neal, a colored prisoner from 
Bourbon county. 

The trouble occurred some days ago, 
and Cox has since been preparing for 
the time when he should meet his en- 
Just how he managed to get a 
case knife from the dining room and 
sharpen it down to a razor edge is not 
known, but he had such a weapon Fri- 
day when he met Neal. He sprang at 
the latter and plunged the knife into 
his abdomen, and made a long cut that 
almost completely disemboweled him. 
Cox was disarmed and locked up. Neal 
has since died.
